C.C.F. Policies Are Claim On 
Alberta Homes, Is Charge Made 


Edmonton, Feb. 13. — First major 
assault on the provincial government 
stronghold for this session was suc- 
cessfully beaten back in the Legisla- 
ture on Monday when, on the first 
division of the session, the amend- 
ment moved by W. R. Howson, Lib- 
eral leader, to the motion to adopt 
the speech from the throne, a motion 
tantamount to a vote of want of con- 
fidence, was defeated on a recorded 
vote, by 38 to 18. 

In the division, Liberals, Cdnser- 
vatives and Independents stood  to- 
gether with Labor aligned with 
the U.F.A. : 

Turning his attention to the ad- 
dress cfsLceme Proudfoot, U. KF. A, 
Acadia, who moved adoption of the 
speech, the Liberal leader recalled 
that in 1921 the U.F.A. had promised 
a “new social order.” 

“That promise,” declared Mr. 
Howson, “has been fully performed 
and I believe I may say it has been 
the only promise kept. Ajlter 12 
years of power, this government has 
gives Alberta a new social order, an 
entirely new one that it has never 
before seen; a new social order in 
which the standard of living has been 
lowered, the province mortgaged to 
a point where it will be difficult to 
redeem it, the people burdened with 
taxes beyond their ability to pay, the 
population despondent, poverty ev- 
erywheré in the land.” 

Turning his attention to Chester 
A. Romning, U.F.A., Camrose, who 
seconded the motion, Mr. Howson 
recalled that the former had stated 
it was with “eagerness and enthusi- 
asm she ‘had become a member of 
the Co-operative Commonwealth Fed- 
eartion. 

Mr. Howson said he had hoped this 
session, in view of the “intolerable 
burden of taxes and the crushing 
load of private and public debts, 
would have gone down to history as 
the ‘home saving session’. But in- 
stead we have the immediate  an- 
nouncement that the C.C.F. policy is 
one of home taking. I want to say 
that the Liberal policy in this prov- 
ince is a ‘home saving policy’.

The Liberal party was prepared to 
go a long way in ‘the matter of so 
cialization as would be seen, but it 
would not agree to the province tak- 
ing over the title to every man’s 
farm and every workman’s cottage. 


Beginning with the record of the 
government since its ascension to 
power in 1921, Mr. Howson said, “In 
11 years it has more than doubled 
the mortgage on this province; it 
has more than doubled the annual 
collections from the ‘people. Notwith- 
standing this, it has spent for the 
running expenses of the province 
alone, $8,000,000 more than it col- 
lected. 

“It has spent in these 11 years for 
Tunning expenses alone $138,000,000. 
Now you will understand that this 
amount was not spent on roads or 
bridges or ‘public buildings or unem- 
ployment or any other capital ex- 
penditure. It was for running ex- 
penses only. In the 11 years prior 
to 1922 there was spent for running 
expenses only $64,895,497.” 


In the last 12 years the govern- 
ment had had ample time to develop 
and work out its theories and _poli- 
cies. It had had a large majority in 
the Legislature. _It had had the re. 
resources of the province behind it, 
but in spite of all this and in spite of 
repeated warnings from the Liberal 
opposition the government had _ plac- 
ed the province in such a position 
that people were in the condition 
that they feared losing their homes. 

“In the city of Edmonton,” he said 
“there have already been hundreds 
of homes nationalized for taxes and 
small comfort the people have from 
it.’” 

Dealing with the speech from the 
throne Mr. Howson said wnat whereas 
he was looking for something that 
would save the people’s homes, all he 
could discover was the “most indefi- 
nite reference to suggestions for the 
postponements of debts. This was not 
sufficient. The postponement of debt 
payment meant only the accumula- 
tion of the burdens.

RURAL TEACHERS 
TAKE BIG CUTS 


J. W. Barnett, secretary of the Al- 
berta Teachers’ Alliance, answering 
Hon. Perren Baker, minister of edu- 
cation, has issued a statement at Ed- 
monton to the effect that rural school 
teachers have already suffered a sal- 
ary cut of 40 per cent approximately 
and their is no need for either reduc- 
tions or elimination of statutory min- 
imum salary in Alberta. 

“In many cases where efforts are 
being made to abolish the minimum 
it is more a matter of taking advan- 
tage of supply and demand, rather 
than a question of the school district 


being unable to finance,” continued 
Mr. Barnett. 
“Few people seem to realize that 


it is not an absolute minimum now. 
The school inspectors, who are spec- 
ialists in school affairs, have the 
power to investigate the financial af- 
fars of any district unable to pay, 
the minister may approve the en- 
gagement of a teacher at a lower 
rate, 

“The point of view of the teachers 
is that they are prepared to make a 
sacrifice where the circumstances 
justify it.” 


NEWSPAPERS HAVE 
THEIR TROUBLES 


That the high cost of publishing a 
newspaper continues in spite of the 
lower price of baisc commodities is 
strikingly illustrated by recent events 
in the newspaper field of Ontario and 
other provinces. In recent months 
no less than three semi-weekly news- 
papers have reverted to weekly pub- 


lication owing to their inability to 
meet the tide of falling revenues. 
Several weeklies have suspended 


publication, and now comes the an- 
nouncement that after six years of 
operation as a_ daily the 
Times will henceforth be published 
as a tri-weekly. Economic  condi- 
‘fons have forced the decision which 
will mean a lay-off in labour and a 
curtailment in other services which 
will be reflected in thé community's 
life. 

In Saskatchewan we find the Es- 
tevan Mercury, one of the best week- 
lis in Canada, reducing its size to a 
five-column paper of tabloid propor- 
tions. The Mercury makes no apol- 
ogy *for its move but points out its 
reasons in this manner: “In the pre- 
sent era of economic disruption the 
revenues of the publishing plant are 
sadly discounted. Advertising patron- 
age falls away considerably. Sub- 
scribers cannot or will not pay for 
the service given them, and job 
shops here and there cut into the 
revenues that might otherwise go to- 
wards covering the cost of publish- 
ing the community news. To contin- 
ue on the present basis under such 
adverse conditions would be to invite 
bankruptcy.” 

Such instances as these should go 
far towards dispelling the impres- 
sion that newspapers suffer less from 
the depression than the average busi- 
ness. As the Bowmanville  States- 
man remarks, this false impression 
may be due to the high standards 
|being maintained by the newspapers 
to create that optimistic spirit so 
characterstic of editors. The fact is 
that the publishing business is among 
the hardest hit. The big drop in com- 
modity prices has not affected the 
newspapers to any great extent. The 
cost of paper, ink, metal and labour 
has .not drdopped nearly in propor- 
tion with the loss in revenue sus- 
tained by the average newspaper. 

With falling revenues, the news- 
papers are now fighting an uphill 
batfle and are forced to exercise ev- 
ery possible economy. Therefore ev- 
ery co-operation that can be offered 
by subscribers and advertisers in 
the prompt payment of accounts and 
by local concerns in keeping job 
printing at home, will not only be ap- 
preciated but will aid in preserving 
the strength of the local newspaper 
as the leading force for community 
improvement and as the chief instru- 


ment for protecting the interests of 
the common  people.—Simcoe Re- 
former.
